Tlio annual meeting of tha proprie- 
tors of this company was held on Fri- 
day Inst, at tho head offices, Royal In- 
Biirance Buildings, North John-street, 
Liverpool. Charles Turner, Esq., 
chairman of tho board of directors, 
presided.

During the year the 
business in America has been" reduced 
and it will accordingly be observed 
that there is a slight diminution of in- 
come, when compared with 1S72. Tho 
account i'or "unearned premium for 
increased revenue" is therefore closed 
for the present, and tho surplus carri- 
ed to fire fund, which is thereby £in- 
creased to £354,637 10s.

Thirty annuitants have died during the 
year, the annual payments to whom 
amounted to £l ,473 2s. 

The result of tho operations for the 
year is that, after payment of all 
claims, annuities, and expenses of 
every' description, £158,547 (Is. -Id. 
lias been added to the life funds, mak- 
ing tho total accumulations of the 
life branch of the company £1,7(11 52;3 
lis. lid. 

The quinquennia] investigation of 
the life business will be made at the 
closo of tho present year, preparatory 
to the declaration of a bonus to the as- 
sired at the annual meeting in 1H75. 
The method adopted at tho investiga- 
tion of 1870 for securing perfect ac- 
curacy in the calculations will a^ain 
be followed, and a separato valuation 
of the liabilities wjil accordingly be 
obtained from an independent actuary, 
in addition to the valuation by tho of- 
ficers of the company. 

During the four years now expired 
the mortality has continued to bo below 
the expectation, nnd tho lifo fund has 
been increased by a larger amount 
than in any sinilar period since tho es- 
tablishmei t of the company. From a 
review of the business at tho end of the 
first half of the present 3-enr, it maybe 
fairly anticipated that, aftor making 
ample provision to moot a somewhat 
higher rate of mortality, which the 
recent researches of tho Institute of 
Actuaries shew may be anticipated, the 
balance of profit will bo satisfactory 
alike to tho shareholders and the as-

The Royal Commission- 

Now that the Government pop puns 
havo all beon fired oirnnil tlio smoko and 
fury hail time to subside, a calm ami dis- 
passionate review of the case may not bo 
considered amiss. It will bo convenient 
to tfivoa brief historical sketch. 

On tho 9 tli of February lust an article 
appeared in the Bbitish Colonist news- 
p ipor, wherein it was intimated that cer- 
tain mineral lauds on Texada Island bad 
been taken up in a manner prejudicial to 
tho public intorest and that prominent 
members of the Provincial Administration 
•wore mixod up with tho transaction in a 
Way inconsistent with good government. 
Ou the i!()th of the same month, tho mem- 
ber for Nanaimo moved a Resolution for 
a Commission of Inquiry. Tho follow- 
ing words formed tho preamble to the 
Itesolution: — " Whereas curtain state- 
ments havo appoarod in tho public news- 
papers connecting tho names of tu timbers 
of tho late Government and of the pre- 
sent Government with proceedings of a 
questionable character in relation to Tex- 
ada Island, in the Straits of Georgia; and 
whereas transactions are alleged to have 
taken place in respect to said Island ol a 
nature prejudicial to the public interest; 
bo it thermoro Resolved,' AtcTuia resolu- 
tion was soooiKled by tho senior member 
for Cowichau, and it gave rise toa pro- 
tracted and stormy deteate, in the com so 
of which tho leader of tho Government 
exhausted every artifice in a vaiu attempt 
to induce the mover to become the ulcus 
er. An amendment was ultimately offer- 
ed by a supporter of tho Government af- 
firming thu abstract proposition that •■be- 
fore any rosoliitioe calling for an investi- 
gation luto the conduct of any member of 
this House can be entertained, some 
charge ought to be brought forward by sonic 
member of thU House." Tins umeuumeut 
having been ruled out of order, another 
was oll'erod, ulso by a supporter of the 
Government, setting forth rn.it ''whereas 
tho said honerable member for Nauaimo 
has declined to pledge his belief of the truth 
of the Sold statments and charges, this 
House is of opinion that more is no suf- 
ficient ground shown to justify it in mov- 
ing His Honor .the Lieuteuuut-Governor 
tu issue a Royal Commission to enquire 
into tho truth of the s;iia newspaper state- 
ments.'' This amendment was carried. 
It is almost inconceivable that, immedi- 
ately after pronouncing this opinion, the 
House Bhouid, at the uidoing of the lead- 
er of the Government, turn round and, in 
direct opposition to the deliberate opiu 
ion thus placed on record, pass a resolu- 
tion asking for the appointment of a 
Commission. And yet such is the fact. 

The Commission was in due course ap- 
pointed; and held its first sitting on toe 
2-itli of March, when tho preliminaries 
were arranged and Mr. Itobson was re- 
quested by the Commissioners to conduct 
the prosecution, which ho continued tu 
do throughout, although laboring under 
the obvious disadvantage of having at 
times two and even three lawyers engaged 
on behaif of the defence to contend with. 
The enquiry extended over eighteen sit- 
tings, iu thu course of which many wit- 
nesses were examined. It is not now 
proposod to attempt more than a hasty 
glance at the principal facts established 
in tho course uf the protracted enquiry. 
Messrs. DoUosmos and Walkem were taK- 
an up to Texada by Moody & Co. on their 
steamer. The chief topic of conversation 
was the iron mine. Mr. DoCosmos sought i 
and obtained the job of "floating ' it and 
the party drank sueeejs to his mianion in 
flowing bumpers. Mr. Moody became 
communicative and told Capt. JJovereux 
that he did not carry these ministers 
about for nothing, that he know what ho 
was about. He said he had asked Mr. Nel- 
son to be ono of the party, and that lie 
had declined, saying ho would not be con- 
nected with such dishonorable transac- 
tions; bnj, said he, "I'll bo darned* if I 
have any unci) scruples." The party re- 
turned to Burrard Inlet, where, mean- 
while, the leading topic of conversation 
was tho Ministerial trip to Texada, and 
the generally received opinion wan that 
'Mr. Moody knew what ho was about, that 
he did not take members of the Govern- 
ment there fur nothing." On their re- 
turn there was a great rush for the 
nn.rnn3 of British subjects to bu used 
iu pre-empting the mineral lauds; and 
something like a dozen of names were ul- 
timately obtained, being for tho most 
part persons in Mr. Moody's employ, in- 
cluding clerk, book keeper. fire., parsons 
in respect of whom there could be m> 
posaiblo pretense to bona fide.; as pre- 
emptors. The pre emption papers were 
made out by clerks and tho names ol 
some of tho parties actually appended 
thereto without any power of utturuoy, 
and wero rushed through the various 
atiigus by a willing Government otlieer 
witu tho most unwonted haste and without 
any pretense of complying With the re- 
quirements of tho law us to preliminary 
steps, occupation, ic. The Ministers re 
tnro to Victoria. Mr. i)eCosi_os learned 
that another party had lauded on Texada 
for the purpose of taking up mineral 
land. He booame very much excited, 
rushed from tho diuuer table, and spoke 
to Mr. Dalby, a prominent member of 
the Texada Ring, who at once chartered 
a steamer and proceeded to Burrard In- 
let for the purpose of manufacturing an- 
other batch of bogus pro eruptions in or- 
der to sooure more laud and effectually 
shut out all others. This operation was 
accomplished with the same facility us 
the first. It was proved that Mr. Dalby 
told several persouti that Mr. JjuCosun>s, 
in addition to having a commission for 
the sale of the mine, had an iutorest iu 
it; "but of course hi.i name does not cij>- 
pear"! It was proved that Mr. DeCosmos 
Spoke and noted as if he held a large in- 
terest in the ininu', and that bticb was the 
.belief of those with whom he conversed 
on tho subject. Mr. DaC'osmos confessed 
under oath that the minimum price set 
upon the mine by himself and, Moody mis 
£250,000, and that he was to receive a coiti 
mission of twenty per cent. , or $50,000 t /hr 
selling it'. It transpired that, while at the 
Inlet, immediately on their return from 
Texada [aland, several telegrams were sunt 
to Mr. Dewdoey, who had been employed 
to survey Moody k Oo's. Hope Silver 
Mine, very mysteriously dismissing him, 
that his bill was paid by tho Goveninfn', 

oi and Walkem (iu the 

: 



names of brothers, prima facte evidence 
of there being something wrong, some- 
thing to conceal) suddenly became pos- 
sessed of claims of presumed great value 
in these mines, without, as it would ap- 
pear, having paid any valuable considera- 
tion to Moody <fc Co., thus substantially 
sustaining the theory that Walkem ut 
itnyrate preferred to take his roward in 
silver instead of iron. Can there bo any 
doubt whatever in the public mind as to 
how these two Ministers camo by those 
valuable lands'? Such is a very brief and 
necessarily imperfect sketch of tho cuso 
as it appears in tho light of tho evidence 
taken before tho Commission, — :A 1 res- 
pecting which tho Government organs 
havo made such persistent and unscru- 
pulous efforts to mislead tho public 
mind. How much worse it would havo 
looked had it been possible to extract 
the truth from thu principal witnesses 
it is not for us to say ; but no ono who 
was present or, indeed, carefully perused 
our luithful report of tho proceedings, 
ami who noted tho prevarication and 
glaring contradictions which brought 
down the repeated a id severest consnra 
uf the Court and narrowly escaped tho 
penalty for perjury can doubt that it 
would havo looked very much worse. 
But, even taking tho caso us it stands, 
Iheio are few, we fancy, who will be able 
fully and honestly to concur in tho incon- 
clusive verdict —" Not proven." Fewer 
still, wo apprehend, will doubt the moial 
guilt of tho inculpated parties. We 
question if there are to bn found in the 
whole Province ten intelligent men who 
do not believe that the charges wore sub- 
stantially true, however far tho Commis- 
sion may have failed to elicitall the truth.

California.

Bi.ood Poisoning. — The surviving sub- 
scribers to the Patriotic Fund during the 
Crimean wnr have been many times ap- 
pealed to by some of those entitled to 
bonelits therefrom to inquire into its 
management, and some years ago, it may 
be remembered, that there was an inqui- 
ry which brought out the fact that cer- 
tain poisons woro in the receipt of very 
largo salaries with very little work to do. 
This inquiry resulted in reforms. Atten- 
tion has now been called to the Fund in 
a very startling manner by the death of 
Dr. Anstio, an eminent physician and 
hygeist, who had been called in to attend 
some children in the Fund School at 
Wardsworth, where a mysterous epidem- 
ic, attended by several deaths, had been 
raging. Dr. Anstio found the ontire 
school Hulfering from blood poisoning, 
and turned his attention to tho drains, 
pointing out certain defects which should 
be remedied. Tho managers, it is said, 
pooll-poohed tho doctor as an enthusiast 
who was mad about drains. Ho has, 
however, given a stroDg proof aliko of 
his judgment and his sincerity, for in 
consequence of his visits to the schools 
ho has himself fallen a victim to the evils 
ho pointed out. 

The Bei'ormed Episcopal Chuticii.— 
Four hundred reformed prayer books for 
the uso of tho Now Church Congregation 
in this city have been ordered from Otta- 
wa. The Bishop has made a formal de- 
mand for the library of Christ Cliurcb 
Hunday School, which was removed some 
four woeks ago to the Pandora Street 
Church building, the uso of which was 
given free by tho Trustees when the Bish- 
op sought to charge rent for tho uso of 
Collegiato School building. It was stated, 
yesterday, by a legal gentleman who has 
been rotamed on tho side of tho Bishop, 
that legal proceedings will be taken 
against the Dean foroUioiatiug on Sunday 
last without a licenso! A handsome vel- 
vet Communion cloth and a silver service 
wore presented to tho Church. 

Cassiaii. — It is a noticeable circum- 
stance that the latest arrirals speak most 
favorably of theso new mines. Tho opin- 
ion very generally expressed by those 
best qualified to judge is that tho country 
is rich and that it will give a good ac- 
count of itself next year. This year's 
operations were carried on under circum- 
stances of unusual disadvantage; and yet 
there is good reason to bolievo that, for 
the time it was worked, Cassiar has yield- 
ed more gold than Cariboo. There can 
hardly be a doubt that large numbers of 
miners will repair to Cassiar next year, 
and it would bo well that every possible 
moans should bo adopted towards increas- 
ing the facilities for supplying their 
wants. 



Tiie Bishop and bis D txty . 



The steamer Isabel returned from Nn- 
naimo about dark last evening with 160 
passongers and S180.000 in gold dust 
from Cassiar. The passengers left the 
California ntNauaimo.

Panama, Oct. 18. — A Guatemala pa- 
per gives the following account of tho 
earthquake of September 3rd : The 
losses in this Department aro calculat- 
ed to bo from $200,000 to $250,000, in- 
cluding farmhouses, machinery and 
storehouses, in which cochineal was 
buriod under tho ruins. Tho number 
of the victims cannot bo exactly stated 
because many dead bodies remain 
buried under the stream of mud which 
descended from Ccroro del Trata. In 
Luiga alono over thirty persons perish- 
ed, tho greater part being women and 
children. It is estimated that twenty - 
five bodies were buried in other towns, 
anda hundred, more or loss, wounded. 
The town of Duenos is entirely mined. 
A short distance from Duenos and 
near tho colleo farm of Seinza, in a 
pluco called La Estansia, there was an 
extraordinary promontory of mud 
which bad descended from the bights 
of Uerro del Trata. The promontory 
had in somo places a depth of 10 feet; 
it was formed by eruptions of mnd 
geologists call salos, ami which gener- 
ally is not a good sign for border 
countries. The eruption which pro- 
duced this promontory consists of solid 
mud, which, though compact, carried 
in its current enormous masses of 
stones, treos, etc. Tlio Government 
has ordered Supplies of flour from 
Salvador and California. A subscrip- 
tion is being raised in Gautemala for 
those families who havo suffered by 
the lust earthquake. Tho Depart- 
ments of Sacatepeger and Chilatenngo 
have also suffered considerably. 

The "El Progresso" of Guatemala 
of the Gth ult. gives tho following ad- 
ditional news: A telegram to the Gov- 
ernment from Antigua, datod the 4th 
ult. , says the consequences of the 
earthquake of last night are very seri- 
ous. Thcro wero fourteen deaths in 
Antigua, five in Duenos, five in Joccnt- 
ango, and ono in San Pedro. Tho 
town of Duenos is cntiroly ruined, and 
Alowllango and Cindad Vieza very 
much damage. The city of Amattar 
hns also suffered considerably, but 
there was no loss of of life." A tele- 
graphic despatch to tho Government 
from Minister Samayoa, dated Antigua, 
September 4th, stated that the Presi- 
dent has gone through the city and 
found twenty six victims, mostly 
women, who lived in some old ruins. 
In Patizoa much damago was done 
and ono hundred deaths aro report- 
ed. 

Another dispatch from Antigua, 
dated the 5th ult.. says tho President 
has returned from Duounos. Tho 
Church and Cabliddero had suffered 
much, and farm houses in tho neigh- 
bourhood and nativo huts had remain- 
ed intact. Two rivers which descended 
from tho volcano overflowed the city 
and carriod awny somo huts, with 
about twenty victims. At Chimultan- 
go, on thofith ult., tho President tele- 
graphed for surgical aid. Tho people 
of this placo were in a state of conster- 
nation at tho effect of the earthquake 
Vila do Saragoza, Patzica aud Islapa 
woro ruined completely. Provisions 
wero forwaided and all aid possible. 
This last dispatch says the victims 
might bo 2U0, more or less, 

A Bmn Guosr Story.— The "Athen- 
arum, noticing a book ou birds, says: 
Birds havo a great fear of death. A 
lion canary belonging to the author 
died while nesting, and was buried. 
Tho surviving mate was removed to 
another cago; the brooding-cage itself 
was thoroughly purified, cleansed, and 
put nsido till the following spring 
Novor afterwards, however, could any 
bird endure to bo in that cago. The 
"little creatures fought and struggled 
to get out, and, if oLligod to remain, 
they huddlod close together and 
moped and wore thoroughly unhappy, 
rofusing to be comforted by any 
amount of sunshine or dainty food. 
Tho experiment was tried of intro- 
ducing foreign birds, who woro n«t 
even in the house when the canary 
died, nor oould, by any possibility, 
have hoard of her through other cana- 
rios.

Several of tlio scientific journals of 
Groat Britain havo elaborate articles 
on tho suhjoct of tho transit over tho 
sun, which will take placo on tho 0th 
of December next, and for the obser- 
vation of which tho British gov- 
ornmont has voted a sum of $125,000, 
supplemented by grants from tho gov- 
ernments of France, Germany, Rus- 
sia and the Unitod States. There will 
bo many stations, those for tho Eng- 
lish obsorves probably boiug tho Is- 
land of Woahoo, off tho east coast of 
Australia; Korguolen's Island, and 
Rodriguez Island, in the South Indian 
Ocean, at Auckland, Now Zealand, and 
at Alexandria. It is thought that 
Russia will occupy about thirty stat- 
ions, while France, Germany and tho 
United States will furnish about 
twelvo each. It appears that tho ob- 
servations of tho transit of 17G9 wore 
duo principally to Dr. Halley, who 
first suggested this modo of measur- 
ing the distance of tho sun from tho 
earth in 171G. Tho transit which will 
occur on tho 9th of December will not 
be visible in England, but will be dis- 
tinctly seen in New Zealand, Austra- 
lia, the East Indian Archipelago and 
various parts of Southern Asia. It ap- 
pears that tho transit of Venus which 
was observed by Captain Cook's expe- 
dition at Otliah'oite in 17(19 lod to the 
calculation that the distanco of tho sun 
from tho earth was95,300, OUO miles. It 
has sinco been considered — better as- 
tronomical instruments having come 
into use -that tho distance is 91,750 - 
000 miles. 

Tho next transits cf Venus will be 
on December G, 188'2; Juno 7, 2004; 
June 5, 2012; December 10, 2117; 
December 8, 2125; June 11, 2247; 
Juno 8, 2255; December 12, 2360; 
Decembor 10, 23G8. 

Gdizot's Estimate ok Napoleon III — 
The "Moniteau" publishes a private 
letter written by M. Guizot in March, 
18G0, in which tho Emperor Napoleon 
is thus described: "As to historical 
personages, you aro quito right in con- 
sidering him who at this moment occu- 
pies the scene a singular one, and in 
saying that unless people understand 
him they can understand nothing of 
what is going ou. Never did a man 
exercise more inlluouce over his aire, 
and occasion more events with less 
personal greatness.whcther of mind or 
of character. He alone is responsible 
for everything. His contemporaries 
have only to answer for a single thing, 
the eagern ss or apathy with which 
they let him aot. That 'will be quite 
enough for them in history. He 
bogius, moreover, to be much em- 
barrassed by what he has doue. He 
has raised I don't know how many 
questions which he cannot solve. He 
has made war, be has made peace, and 
his successes, military and pacific, have 
only brought him to a position full of 
embarrassment and potence. He is 
forced to declare this himsolf publicly, 
and to renounce tho regulation of the 
fnturo which ho wished to do after 
having overturned the present, I do 
not know wether this experience will 
give him a distaste for beginning other 
subjects, ending in his being one day 
equally powerless to regulate them. I 
wish it more than I expect it. He 
is strangely wanting in foresight, and 
is equally wedded to his schemes, and 
haste in getting tired of the labour and 
tedium of carrying them out."

Who Invented Sausages? 

not HEYWOOD. 

. A corrcs P < ""lent asks us this question: 
Who was tho inventor of sausages?" 
We answered: It was unknown. Julius 
Gmsar claimed to bo the inventor, bat 
historians and commentators havo uni- 
versally scouted his claim. There is no 
doubt in the minds of tho best informed 
writers on tho subject but that tho Gar- 
mans wero the inventors of tho sausage, 
and that Coisar in his wars against the 
stubborn Get man tribes became acquaint- 
ed witlnheir way of making tho sausage. 
On his return to Rome, after crosaiu" the 
Ruhioon, ho tried to induce the inhabit- 
ants of the Imperial city to adopt it as an 
article of food, but tho P,ouians\vore rich 
they fed on luxuries garnered from the 
lauds which they had conquered and 
the.) rejected tho sausage. On the morn- 
ing of the day of his death at the h&nds 
oi tho conspirators, Ciesar sadly informed 
his wife that Imperial Rome was totter- 
ing to its fall, and that fall was hastened 
by its rejection of sousages. It isasingu- 
ar and extraordinary fact— ono quoted 
>y tho great historian Simanides, and 
Gibbons, and Niebuhr— that no nation 
has been great as a military power in 
modern times, which did not muko sau- 
sages ono of its prime urticles of diet 
The recent war between Germany and 
Franco proves this. Seventy five years 
ago the French were intensely fond of 
sausage, then they overran Europe, But, 
like tho Romans, they took to luxtirous 
living, and the downfall of (a belle France 
followed. 

The Germans havo always been a war- 
like nation. They have aUays been eat- 
ers of sausage. The greatest general of 
modern times, MoJtko, dines upon saus- 
age three times a day. Ho says that no 
man who is not a lover of sausages can 
ever make a great general. Some years 
ago he was called upon while at breakfast 
by a young officer. Ho was eating his 
usual meal of "wurstand pumpernickel " 
and asked tho young officer to join him. 
Iho offer was declined on tho ground that 
he never could cat sausages. "Sir," Raid 
the great general, looking at the officer 
with flashing eyes, -the man who cannot 
eat sausages need never expect promo- 
tion from mo." The young officer at once 
applied himself so assiduously to tho cul- 
tivation of a taste for sausages that in tho 
lato war ho had risen to be General Von 
Moltke's chief of staff. A distaste for sau- 
sages led to the dismissal of a wooer of 
the General's daughter. She afterwards 
married a manufacturer of sausages with 
her father s approbation, and she is now 
tho happy mother of eight healthy sau- 
sage-eating children. Wero anyone to 
say in General Von Moltke's presence 
that sausages wero made out of refuse 
dogs, ho would regard it as a mortal of- 
fence. And yet he bus never accounted 
for the decadence in the number of dogs 
in Germany since sausages became tho 
national food, as frogs aro that of the 
I rench, potatoes and herrings of the Ir- 
ish, beef and plum pudding of the Eng- 
lish, buckwheat cakes aud tobacco of Am- 
encans, and Heywood'a Pork Sausage of 
British Columbians. *

of tha aaid Acts, the Indians or any of 
them or any tribe of thorn or the Indian 
Lands or any portions of them iu the 
Province of British Columbia.
